(b) In general 

The Secretary, in consultation with State vet-
erinarians, shall offer to enter into contracts, 
grants, cooperative agreements, or other legal 
instruments with eligible laboratories for any of 
the following purposes: 

(1) To enhance the capability of the Sec-
retary to respond in a timely manner to 
emerging or existing bioterrorist threats to 
animal health. 

(2) To provide the capacity and capability 
for standardized— 

(A) test procedures, reference materials, 
and equipment; 

(B) laboratory biosafety and biosecurity 
levels; 

(C) quality management system require-
ments; 

(D) interconnected electronic reporting 
and transmission of data; and 

(E) evaluation for emergency prepared-
ness. 

(3) To coordinate the development, imple-
mentation, and enhancement of national vet-
erinary diagnostic laboratory capabilities, 
with special emphasis on surveillance plan-
ning and vulnerability analysis, technology 
development and validation, training, and out-
reach. 

(c) Priority 

To the extent practicable and to the extent ca-
pacity and specialized expertise may be nec-
essary, the Secretary shall give priority to ex-
isting Federal facilities, State facilities, and fa-
cilities at institutions of higher education. 

(d) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out this section $15,000,000 for each of fis-
cal years 2014 through 2018.

§ 8309. Veterinary accreditation program 

(a) In general 

The Secretary may establish a veterinary ac-
creditation program that is consistent with this 
chapter, including the establishment of stand-
ards of conduct for accredited veterinarians. 

(b) Consultation 

The Secretary shall consult with State animal 
health officials and veterinary professionals re-
garding the establishment of the veterinary ac-
creditation program. 

(c) Suspension or revocation of accreditation 

(1) In general 

The Secretary may, after notice and oppor-
tunity for a hearing on the record, suspend or 
revoke the accreditation of any veterinarian 

accredited under this title 1 who violates this 
chapter. 

(2) Final order 

The order of the Secretary suspending or re-
voking accreditation shall be treated as a final 
order reviewable under chapter 158 of title 28. 

(3) Summary suspension 

(A) In general 

The Secretary may summarily suspend the 
accreditation of a veterinarian whom the 
Secretary has reason to believe knowingly 
violated this chapter. 

(B) Hearings 

The Secretary shall provide the veterinar-
ian with a subsequent notice and an oppor-
tunity for a prompt post-suspension hearing 
on the record. 

(d) Application of penalty provisions 

The criminal and civil penalties described in 
section 8313 of this title shall not apply to a vio-
lation of this section that is not a violation of 
any other provision of this chapter.

§ 8310. Cooperation 

(a) In general 

To carry out this chapter, the Secretary may 
cooperate with other Federal agencies, States or 
political subdivisions of States, national govern-
ments of foreign countries, local governments of 
foreign countries, domestic or international or-
ganizations, domestic or international associa-
tions, Indian tribes, and other persons. 

(b) Responsibility 

The person or other entity cooperating with 
the Secretary shall be responsible for the au-
thority necessary to carry out operations or 
measures— 

(1) on all land and property within a foreign 
country or State, or under the jurisdiction of 
an Indian tribe, other than on land and prop-
erty owned or controlled by the United States; 
and 
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(2) using other facilities and means, as deter-
mined by the Secretary. 

(c) Screwworms 

(1) In general 

The Secretary may, independently or in co-
operation with national governments of for-
eign countries or international organizations 
or associations, produce and sell sterile screw-
worms to any national government of a for-
eign country or international organization or 
association, if the Secretary determines that 
the livestock industry and related industries 
of the United States will not be adversely af-
fected by the production and sale. 

(2) Proceeds 

(A) Independent production and sale 

If the Secretary independently produces 
and sells sterile screwworms under para-
graph (1), the proceeds of the sale shall be— 

(i) deposited into the Treasury of the 
United States; and 

(ii) credited to the account from which 
the operating expenses of the facility pro-
ducing the sterile screwworms have been 
paid. 

(B) Cooperative production and sale 

(i) In general 

If the Secretary cooperates to produce 
and sell sterile screwworms under para-
graph (1), the proceeds of the sale shall be 
divided between the United States and the 
cooperating national government or inter-
national organization or association in a 
manner determined by the Secretary. 

(ii) Account 

The United States portion of the pro-
ceeds shall be— 

(I) deposited into the Treasury of the 
United States; and 

(II) credited to the account from which 
the operating expenses of the facility 
producing the sterile screwworms have 
been paid. 

(d) Cooperation in program administration 

The Secretary may cooperate with State au-
thorities, Indian tribe authorities, or other per-
sons in the administration of regulations for the 
improvement of livestock and livestock prod-
ucts. 

(e) Consultation and coordination with other 
Federal agencies 

(1) In general 

The Secretary shall consult and coordinate 
with the head of a Federal agency with respect 
to any activity that is under the jurisdiction 
of the Federal agency. 

(2) Lead agency 

Subject to the consultation and coordina-
tion requirement in paragraph (1), the Depart-
ment of Agriculture shall be the lead agency 
with respect to issues related to pests and dis-
eases of livestock.

§ 8311. Reimbursable agreements 

(a) Authority to enter into agreements 

The Secretary may enter into reimbursable 
fee agreements with persons for preclearance of 
animals or articles at locations outside the 
United States for movement into the United 
States. 

(b) Funds collected for preclearance 

Funds collected for preclearance activities 
shall— 

(1) be credited to accounts that may be es-
tablished by the Secretary for carrying out 
this section; and 

(2) remain available until expended for the 
preclearance activities, without fiscal year 
limitation. 

(c) Payment of employees 

(1) In general 

Notwithstanding any other law, the Sec-
retary may pay an officer or employee of the 
Department of Agriculture performing serv-
ices under this chapter relating to imports 
into and exports from the United States for all 
overtime, night, or holiday work performed by 
the officer or employee at a rate of pay deter-
mined by the Secretary. 

(2) Reimbursement 

(A) In general 

The Secretary may require a person for 
whom the services are performed to reim-
burse the Secretary for any expenses paid by 
the Secretary for the services under this 
subsection. 

(B) Use of funds 

All funds collected under this subsection 
shall— 

(i) be credited to the account that incurs 
the costs; and 

(ii) remain available until expended, 
without fiscal year limitation. 

(d) Late payment penalties 

(1) Collection 

On failure by a person to reimburse the Sec-
retary in accordance with this section, the 
Secretary may assess a late payment penalty 
against the person, including interest on over-
due funds, as required by section 3717 of title 
31. 

(2) Use of funds 

Any late payment penalty and any accrued 
interest shall— 
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
